Washington, March 26.—After vigor­ 
ous partisan contest the house passed 
a bill to bar foreign convict made or 
pauper made goods from competition 
with the products of American free 
labor. 
The measure, which now goes 
to the senate, follows a bill recently 
passed by the house forbidding the 
shipment of convict made goods in in­ 
terstate commerce into states which 
prohibit the sale of such products in 
the open market. 
The importation of foreign convict 
made goods has been prohibited gen­ 
erally under the tariff laws since 1890, 
but ow ing to the peculiar construction 
of the law it has been difficult to en­ 
force and 
labor

congress declare it has been violated 
freely. 
Under the measure passed all ship­ 
m ents of goods proved to be convict 
or pauper made can be confiscated by 
the treasury department through court 
proceedings similar to libel prosecu­ 
tions under the admiralty laws and a 
fine for each offense not exceeding 
$5,000 or imprisonment for not ex­ 
ceeding two years is provided.
